A four-week post session be- 
ginning July 30 and lasting 
through August 24 will offer 
courses in education, history, 
music, park management, and 
physical education. In addition 
a special Lake Tahoe session 
will be offered during the per- 
iod of July 30 to August 10. 

Students enrolling in the re- 
gular post session may earn 4 
total of four semester units 
of resident credit.

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Six Japanese guests of the college had 
some very interesting comments to make about 
their visit to the United States. In an inter- 
view Wednesday night, Atsushi Fujii, Kimiko 
Koide, Yukio Yamada, Ichiro Kobayashi and 
Katsushiko Momose gave the Hornet their 
impressions of American living and our edu- 
cational system. 

This is the first visit to the United States 
for these guests, and so far, everythine has 
corresponded to what they have heard about 
our way of life. 

The many automopblies we have made the 
biggest single impression on the visitors. 
‘‘Everyone in America seems to have a car,”’ 
one of the group stated. ‘‘Each student is fort- 
unate to own a ear, but there are just too many 
of them.’’ 

Americans impressed them as rich, happy 
and fortunate to have so many wonderful 
things. They also found we talk too fast, use 
too many big words and marry too young. 

They think our food is delicious, but it 
tends to make them sleepy after they eat it. 
They were interested in the availability of 
employment for students and the reason for 
so many older people going to college. Our 
city was praised as quiet and very beautiful 
in comparison with Tokyo, where all six at- 
tend school. 


Student Guests Discuss 
Views Of American: Life 


The group was very enthusiastic about 
American education systems. Our buildings, 
facilities and grounds were highly praised. 
“Our campuses have little grass and few 
trees, and the buildings are not as pretty as 
yours, one said. ‘‘Our campus is also mach 
noiser because it is located in downtown 


Tokyo.”’ 


After visiting classes here, they remarked 
that *‘the small size of classes is favorable to 
education, and varies greatly from classes in 
Japan where as many as 700 to 800 students 
crowd in a classroom.”’ 

It seems that Japanese classes have little 
or no classroom discussions, for ‘‘it seemed 
strange to hear students asking questions in 
class.’ Rapid speech used by students and 
professors made it difficult for them to under- 
tard some classroom discussions. 

According to several of the students, their 
main reereational pursuits at home consist of 
viewing American movies and a steady diet 
of typieal American television. ‘‘The twist and 
the mashed potatoes are extremely popular 
danees in Japan and rock and roll is still in 
full swing on Japanese radios.’’ 

‘*We would like very much to return to 
study in the United States,” remarked the 
Spokesman of the ae. ‘Our visit has help- 
ed us gain a much better understanding of 
your country and we are looking forward to 
an opportunity to return, We learned much 
and we hope we educated a little. The hosp- 
itality of t ——_ in Sacramento was warm 
and friendly, and we thank you all.’’ 
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Teacher's Salaries 


~ More Pay Is Essential 


Teachers (recognizing that many are attending the 
summer session) should strive harder during the ensu- 
ing year to work closely with trustees and legislators 
toward providing additional funds for financing edu- | 
cation, the bulk of which goes for salaries. 

Sacramento County voters in recent elections have | 
rejected school tax override proposals by substantial | 
margins. 

Immediately everyone began giving excuses for 
the defeat, the most frequently heard being ‘‘it is part 
of the taxpayers’ revolt against higher property taxes.’” 
It would be hard to find a good argument among tax- 
payers against paying teachers a salary commensurate 
with their training. 

Percentages of district funds devotes to salaries is 
inereasing at a rapid rate as boards and administrators | 
continually trim other budgetary items. 

Unless some answer is found soon more teachers | 
are going to find themselves at a lower comparative | 
standard of living while other professions shoot upward 
salary-wise 

It is the students who suffer in the end. They will | 
get poor quality teachers, because the good ones will 
go to jobs which pay an adequate salary. 

This isn’t the way to win the cold war. Teachers | 
fight harder for your right to more pay. —J.M.O.
